PUBLIC NOTICE TO REISSUE A UPDES PERMIT

PURPOSE OF PUBLIC NOTICE
The purpose of this public notice is to declare the State of Utah's intention to issue a Utah Pollution
Discharge Elimination System (UPDES) Permit under authority of the Utah Water Pollution Control
Act, Section 19-5-104(9) and 107(2), Utah Code Annotated 1953, as amended. Said "permit" refers to the
UPDES Permit and the Fact Sheet Statement of Basis (including Total Maximum Daily Loads (TMDL's)) if
applicable, as per Section 303(d) of the Federal Clean Water Act (CWA)1.

BACKGROUND
Discharges of industrial wastewaters are generated from the alkaline tanks, Flash Clene 1414 tanks, water
rinse tanks, floor mopping water and spill clean-up activities. Approximately 18,000 to 20,000 gallons ayear
of wastewater is generated with some of the wastewater being evaporated and the remaining being discharged
to Corinne's publicly owned treatment works (POTW). TGW has been reporting self-monitoring results on
discharge monitoring reports, on a monthly basis. In the last five years TGW has had a good compliance
history.
